173 in Antioch is Haisman's 
Resort, located on Lake Marie, which has 
been run by the same family for over 50 
years. ' 

The resort, which caters to fishermen, has 
boats, motors, bait, tackle, food, a launching 
ramp, pre-mixed gasoline for the motors and 
fishing maps. 

When Joe Haisman Sr. purchased the 
resort, he began building the large house 
overlooking the lake which remains the cen- 
tral point of the land. _

along side him, said Fern, who is married to 
one of the Haisman brothers, Joe. i 

Although she is 84 now, she remains active 
in the resort and is not retired yet, Fern said.

Abbott Laboratories' ragweed pollen-count service, now in 
its 49th year, will start on Monday, August 6 , 1979. 

Hay fever suffers will be able to telephone 24 hours a day 
for a recorded message on the latest pollen and mold counts 
at North Chicago, the message is changed twice daily, 
morening and- afternoon, after counts are taken, for the 
duration of the season, which usually lasts about 10 weeks.

Preliminary counts indicate that this hay fever season will' 
be about average, according to Don Wilson, biologist in 
charge of the pollen-count service. Normal growing con- 
ditions have caused a good growth of ragweed plants which

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■• -A trust that goes into effect only after the maker of the 
trust (the grantor) has died is called a "testamentary trust". 
These are usually written as part of one's will. Many people 
use testamentary trusts as part of their estate planning, 
there is no cost for such a trust until the time that it actually 
goes into force. Jt is a relatively simple device becausethere jf 
,is no continuing paperwork associated with it. One major ' 
j disadvantage of testamentary trusts is that they don't go into 
effect if the will is invalidated. If the will is thrown out, the 
— itrust is thrown out with it Testamentary trusts are usually 
, used to accomplish a specific purpose. ~~~ 

Twq major things they can do are control distribution and 
— avoid doubletaxation. 
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For example, a friend of mine has a testamentary trust as 
part of his will. His estate will not go directly to his children. 
It will initially go into a trust where a professional trustee 
will hold the inheritance for them, the trust property (cor- 
pus) wil l be distributed in chunks. His children will get one- 
fourth of tfieTrTiihsHtance-atthe timeof his deathJTheyjwilLl 
-get the nextonerf QU rth when the you ngest is 18. The next one- 
f ourth will come when the youngestip57When the youngestrf 
is 35, they will get the balance of their inheritance. My friend 
wants to give his children the full benefit of their inheritance. 
He feels that spreading it out will keep them from wasting it. 
He is able to control the distribution this way by putting the 
property in trust 

A major use of testamentary trusts is to avoid double 
taxation. The Federal Estate tax laws have a provision 
called the marital deduction. This deduction allows half the 
estate to pass to the decedent's spouse free of Federal estate 
tax. The laws also have a provision called the unified credit 
that allows a certain portion of the estate to pass to anyone 
free of Federal estate taxes. The rest of the estate, if any is 
\ taxed. If the estate is large enough to have part of it taxed 
(about $400,000 this year), What many like to do is give the 
spouse what he can receive tax free, and any excess goes to 
the children in trust, the income from the trust goes to the 
surviving spouse. The children can't squander the money 
because it is in trust. Yet, technically, the surviving spouse 
doesn't own the money, therefore when the surviving spouse 
eventually dies, the children get the money free of further 
estate taxes. If originally, the entire estate had been left to 
the surviving spouse, he would have paid taxes on it, and the 
children would have paid taxes on it again when he died.
